The Act 
defines unlawful entry to he a misde­ 
meanour and the penalty is a One not 
to exceed $1000, and a term of not 
exceeding one year in the penitentiary 
or both. It is claimed that by this 
procedure the Chinamen will then 
ave the alternative of getting them­ 
selves out of this country or staying in 
the penitentiary for life, as the serving 
of a sentence tor misdemeanour does 
not purge them of the original unlaw­ 
ful entry.

HIS OPINION OF SOCIALISTS. 


The W itness Prefers a Claim of 
82,000,000 Against the 
Government. 


Associated Press Dispatches to.the H erald.. 
N ew Y o r k, September 22.—The 
Pacific Railroad Commission resumed 
the examination of Mr. Huntington 
this morning. After some desultory 
conversation, the examination of the 
different letters sent to Colton was 
again entered upon. The first was in 
relation to having convinced a certain 
Senator from Florida of the advant­ 
ages of the Southern Pacific roads to 
the Gulf States. Witness did not know 
whether it was Senator Jones or Con­ 
over he referred to. 
THEY WANTED SARGENT. 
The next was relative to having a 
California Senator friendly to the road. 
Nothing could lie extracted from Hunt­ 
ington on this head by the Commis­ 
sion, except that A. A. Sargent, whose 
namo Commissioner Anderson men­ 
tioned, would have been a most ad­ 
mirable man for the position. lie was 
well and able and above suspicion. 
HOW JONES WAS INFLUENCED. 
Following this came a letter coiu- 
menting upon the advisability of pur­ 
chasing from Senator Jones of Nevada 
the Los Angeles and Independence 
Railway, so as to induce him to favor 
the Union Pacific and Northern Pacific 
railroads’ sinking fund bill. 
He 
bought the road, which cost $716,000, 
for $200,000. Jones was hard up und 
witness knew’ that it would make 
Jones take a greater interest in tho 
Pacific roads if he took the other one 
off his hands, so he took it. 
HUNTINGTON ON SOCIALISM. 
Another letter brought in Hunting­ 
ton’s opinions of socialism and the 
Congress of 1878. “This Congress is 
an agrarian camp” the letter stated, 
“it is comjiosed of the worst body of 
men that ever 'got together in the 
country,” 
“ Do you recognize your statements 
in that passage,” asked Mr. Anderson. 
“ Well, of late years I have re­ 
marked that there has been a consider­ 
able influx of anarchists and socialists 
into public places. They can not make 
money themselves honostly, but $5000 
is a great deal to them and they will 
do u lot for less.” 
THE COMPANY’S ACCOUNTS. 
Huntington know nothing of the 
books of the Contract and l'inanee 
Company. lie knew that after build­ 
ing the Central Pacific the company’s 
liabilities were big and tho assets 
nothing, and tho Contra! Pacific’s 
stock was of less value than the 
amount of its debts. “I never kept 
the books of the company, and I carry 
most of my own business memoranda 
under my hat,” said ho, “and they 
very seldom foor me.” 
, 
CLAIM AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 
After the recess the witness went 
into the methods and men employed 
in starting the Central Pacific. “The 
Government,”he said,“took away the 
company’s power of repaying them 
quickly when it subsidized the paral- 
lell lines. The company has fulfilled 
every obligation to the Government; 
it is they who have broken the con­ 
tract. Hie exjienses of construction 
were enormous, and at present the 
Government owes the Central Pacific 
$2,000,000 which it will not pay, and 
it will not pay interest on anything it 
once has in its grasp.” 
THEY WERE UNDERPAID. 
Huntington asserted that the Gov­ 
ernment paid the Central Pacific less 
for'carrying the mails over the Sierra 
Nevada than it paid level Eastern 
roads. 
Commissioner Littler asked for offi­ 
cial data as to this, as it was a 
grievous charge against the Govern­ 
ment. 
STOCK SPECULATORS INTERESTED. 
Mr. Huntington stated that he be­ 
lieves that there is more than politics 
behind the investigation. 
Numerous 
parties are short on the market of the 
Central Pacific, and he believes that 
they are helping by pushing this in­ 
vestigation to bring stock down. 
PURELY A RAILROAD MAN. 
The witness stated that although a 
director of the Pacific Mail, he never 
voted at a meeting, as he was more in­ 
terested in the railways antagonistic 
to it. Everything he did was in the 
interest of the railways. 
PREPARING FOR SETTLEMENT. 
Commissioner Anderson asked Hunt­ 
ington if he had any scheme for settle­ 
ment to lay before the commission as 
to the trouble between the road and 
the government, and it was decided 
that Huntington should prepare a 
report, which would be ready in fif­ 
teen days and could be annexed to 
his testimony.

carrying destruction in its path, and 
rain, accompanying the storm, deluged 
tlie country for a mile. The loss to 
property and crops is very great. Thus 
far no lives are reported lost. The 
village of Santa Cruz, opposite Browns­ 
ville was 
ENTIRELY SUBMERGED 
For several hours. The Rio Grande 
rose rapidly and raged like a sea, the 
backwater overflowing many miles of 
fertile land. The wind reached a ve­ 
locity of eighty miles an hour, blow­ 
ing a perfect hurricane for a couple of 
hours. 
TEN INCHES OF RAIN. 
The rainfall during last night, by 
actual measurement, reached ten 
inches. 
The floods did ulmoBt as 
much damage as the wind. 
ENORMOUS DAMAOE DONE. 
In Brownsville seventy small houses 
were blown down and 300 smaller ones 
were prostrated, wbile 400 to 500 
others were unroofed. In the country 
on the American side of the river 
there is incalculable damage done, 
and countless cattle and sheep have 
been lost. Crops of cotton, corn and 
sugar-cane are completely prostrated 
and destroyed. 
UOVERNinENT BONDS. 
Fourteen million** Worth to bo 
Purcliawcd by the Treaaury. 
W ashington, September 22.—A cir­ 
cular was published this morning of­ 
fering to purchase $14,000,000 worth 
of four and a half per cent, bonds. 
The effect of the publication was made 
instantly apparent at the department 
by the receipt of offers to sell within a 
short time alter the doors of the de­ 
partment had been opened. 
SALES EFFECTED. 
The acting Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury early to-day bought 4 and 4)4 per 
cent bonds so the amount of $674,700. 
Three millions more of bonds were 
purchased after 3 o’clock. 
THE TOTAL REALIZED. 
The total of the purchases amounts 
to $3,494,700, including $694,700 four 
and a half, and $2,800,000 five per 
cents. 
THE RESULTS SATISFACTORY. 
Taking into consideration the fact 
that the circular was only issued to­ 
day, the financial officers of the treas­ 
ury are pleased with the result. It 
was deemed best not to make public 
to-day the names of the persons and 
firms who sold the bonds, and it is 
irobable that this information will not 
ie published hereafter. 
THE MONEY MARKET STRENGTHENED. 
8everal treasury officers are of the 
opinion that after the first few days 
there will not be any considerable 
amount of bouds offered by the gov­ 
ernment, but the moral effect of the 
circular, it is believed, will be good,as 
the knowledge that the government 
stands ready to purchase $14,000,000 
in bonds and throw that amount of 
money on tho market will, they say, 
tend to reassure timid financiers. 
EFFECT ON STOCKS. 
N f.w Y ork, September 22.—There 
was a general uprising in stocks thiB 
morning, owing to the government cir­ 
cular offering to buy 4 per cent bonds 
at a fixed price and to pay interest 
without rebate.

INDIAN SCHOOLS. 
The Vernacular to be 8uppre**ed 
—The Reason*. 
W ashington, September 22.—In a 
letter to General Clinton B. Fiske, 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs At­ 
kins savs: “The Indian Bureau does 
not intend to recede from the position 
that no language but English shall be 
taught in Indian schools, notwith­ 
standing the opposition manifested 
against the order. The letter states 
that the order does not forbid teaching 
scriptural and other truths to adult 
Indians in the native tongue, but 
simply forbids teaching or reading 
vernacular to Indians in school.” The 
Commissioner says: “ I am thorough­ 
ly convinced that the Indian cannot 
become useful and civilized unless he 
is educated in the English language. 
If the Indian is ever to become a citi­ 
zen, as the Lands and Sevoralty Act 
contemplates, he must know the 
language of the Constitution, laws and 
people.” 
CONDEMNED ANARCHISTS. 
Ground* of ,-the¿Appeal—Socialist 
Meeting. 
N ew Y ork, September 22.—Gen­ 
eral Pryor, counsel for the condemned 
Anarchists, says that the appeal to be 
made to the United States Court will 
attack the constitutionality of Illinois 
law regarding the construction of a 
jury.

L a k e Cit y, Fla., September 22.—A 
movement has been started in Lake 
county which is rapidly spreading all 
over the State for the organization of 
a Shippere’ Union, to regulate the 
sale and shipment of oranges, lemons 
and other fruits. The plan is to dis­ 
pense with the per cent, commission 
men in Northern and Western cities 
and place therein their own trusted 
agents of the Union. The hope is felt 
that these will not only arrange larger 
returns for sales from the North, but 
that it will raise the price of their 
products also. 
A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 
A Man Full* Beneath a Train— 
Fearful lujarle*. 
A lbuqurque,N. M.,September 22.— 
A young man whose name could not 
be learned, met with a serious acci­ 
dent at Isleta Junction, twelve miles 
below town, last night. It appears 
that he had walked to the junction to 
take the train, when he fell asleep.

Consternation In Mexican 
Political Circles 


AT GUATEMALA’S STRATAGEM. 


Wreck of the British .Steamer 
“Romeo” —Thirteen Paa- 
itenirers Drowned.

City o f M exico, September 22.— 
There is a good deal of uneasiness in 
political circles regarding the rumored 
attempt of Guatemala to secure the 
support of the United States Govern­ 
ment against Mexico. It is felt here 
that such a step would do much to 
disturb the pleasant relations existing 
between Mexico and the United States 
which at present are inducing heavy 
investments of American capital here. 
CAUSE OF COMPLAINT. 
The case against Guatemala is this: 
Insults have been offered to members 
of the Mexican legation there which 
it is said have not been properly 
atoned for, and while the Mexican 
Government is not acting offensively 
toward Guatemala, it is demanding a 
just compensation for the assault*» on 
the officers of the legation. 
The 
fighting of Guatemala is largely a cler­ 
ical conflict and assumes the aspect of 
a religious war, and many politicians 
here say that they do not believe the 
United .States will interfere in such 
delicate matters. 
A STEAMER SHIPWRECKED. 
Thirteen Person* Drowned—Nav­ 
igation Interfered With. 
London, September 22.—The British 
steamer Romeo, Captain Williams, 
from .New Orleans August 30th, for 
Bremen, grounded at Villegnier and 
capsized. The vessel is submerged at 
high tide, and is dangerous to naviga­ 
tion. The engineer and fireman were 
drowned, and live of the crew and 
passengers are missing. 
A LATER ACCOUNT. 
Later advices Hay that six sailors 
and seven passengers of tho Romeo 
were drowned.

S u n d a y L a w * . 
New York has a Sunday law. It is 
pretty stringent in its provisions. This 
■tringencv hinds with greatest force 
on the saloons, and other places where 
m alt, vinous or spirituous liquors are 
sold. The question, of course, comes 
forward with m uch prominence in the 
pending 
political campaign. 
The 
Buffalo Times proposes the following 
bill to be presented at the next meet­ 
ing of the Legislature: 
An act to perm it the sale of malt 
beverages and light wines during cer­ 
tain hours on Sundays in the cities of 
New York, Brooklyn, Albany, Buffalo, 
Rochester, Syracuse and Utica. 
Section 1. Any person duly licensed 
to sell or dispose of beer, ale or wines, 
or any of them , in the cities of New 
York, Brooklyn, Albany, Buffalo, Ro­ 
chester. Troy, Syracuse and Utica, 
may, as licensed,’ sell or dispose of 
beer, ale or light wines on Sundays 
during the hours between 2 o’clock m 
the afternoon an d 12 o’clock midnight, 
provided, that the windows and doors 
of the store or apartm ent in the 
building wherein beer, ale or light 
wines are so sold shall daring the said 
hours be closed or screened, except 
when persons are actually passing 
through the door or doors thereof, anu 
th at no sound audible to the persons 
in the vicinity of such building shall 
issue therefrom. 
•

Moreover, if some hilarious person 
ahould “ commit a joke” the listeners 
m ust straight way swallow the mug 
• o as to choke down the rising laugh 
w hich might be “ audible to the per­ 
sons in the vicinity.” 
.Now these Sunday laws are all 
wrong, hard as it is to convince many 
psople of this fact. In nothing did 
th e framers of the American constitu­ 
tion show so m uch wisdom as in the 
divorce they passed between Church 
and 8tate. That alliance was always 
a most unholy one, and it has cost 
Europe an ocean of blood. This be­ 
ing a government in which no form of 
religion 
is 
recognized, 
or 
by 
law 
established, 
the 
tenets 
of 
all 
forms 
of 
religion 
must 
be . self-supporting, and 
must uot 
look to the State for any other protec­ 
tion or relief th an their “ equal Christ­ 
ian” gets under the law* All men 
should be left absolutely untrammeled 
in their worship or neglect of v/orsh ip as 
their convictions may lead them to 
live. 
In the century under the constitution 
whose centenial is being observed in 
Philadelphia, great changes have been 
wrought in this respeet. The old blue 
laws have all been taken from our 
statute books, and men breathe more 
freely than of yore. 
The West has 
cut a great figure in this march of pro­ 
gress towards a larger freedom. The 
big prairies, the giant mountains, the 
unfettered sweep of the big rivers and 
the big expanses of the lakes, with their 
breezy climate, and tangled woods all 
helped to clear the cobwebs of past 
ages from m en’s minds, and make 
them more tolerant and liberal as to the 
notions and personal acts of each other. 
The old pioneer days in California 
helped on the good work of teaching 
each of us to m ind his own business, 
and not be too zealous of reforming 
his neighbor except by pure moral 
’suasion. 
This may in the future be 
greatly to the benefit of the too hide 
bound religionist who is not satisfied 
w ith his own righteousness unless he 
can enforce his views on his neighbor. 
Should the heathen Chinese ever be­ 
come so numerous hereabouts, as to 
get the whip-hand of us all combined 
it would be unpleasant to have them

Tax-levies are usually made 
with reference to things as they are 
this year, and the money so raised 
has to be made to extend over a ftill 
twelve-months.

ed by ten or fifteen thousand souls, 
and what was made up of barren hills 
when the tax was levied has become 
a dense neighborhood before it is spent. 
There are streets, schools, sewers, en­ 
gines, police, light masts and what 
not to provide and little or none of 
the wherewithall.

m any instances; and while it is well 
to call attention to these things, pa­ 
tience will be necessary for some time 
to come, as we cannot all have our 
needs supplied in a day.

They recognize 
the necessity of Pasadena getting rid 
of her sewage; but they think it 
hardly equitable that the filth Bhould 
be run down under their nostrils to 
smell to heaven.” 
T. B. Bishop, 
Esq., one of the ablest lawyers in San 
Francisco, has a fine ranch in the im­ 
mediate neighborhood of the “ Sewage 
farm .” 
When he heard of the proj>- 
osition to run the waste o ' the “ Crown 
of th e valley,” down in his vicinity, 
in the language of the “ Mikado,’

Thereupon Mr. Mayer, the engineer 
of the Sewage farm wrote the lawyer 
a long disquisition of 
“ T h e p a le cost o í th o u g h t.” 
Peculiar to science all tending to show 
what a boon and blessing—in dis­ 
guise, of course—a sewage farm is to 
any section. 
Mr. Bishop is not con­ 
vinced by the arguments of the man 
of scienco, and replies in effect that 
judges are made out of lawyers, and 
that there are laws on the statute 
books made and provided to prevent 
just such schemes as this sewaj^ 
farm ; and that under these circum­ 
stances it may be hard for the scien­ 
tific sewage schemers to convert the 
musty man of law to their views on 
this subject. 
Probably both of these 
good men are quite correct in their 
views, l»ut until one is made to see 
with the other’s eyes there is an 
“ irrepressible conflict” as to sewage. 
The best way, probably, is for science 
to reconstruct herself to the exigent 
demands of the law.

T H E ZULUS. 


H o w th e y I A v e - T h e i r C h a r a c te r » 
Istlrit—E i i k IInIi P r o te c tio n . 
The Rev. William Mellon, for twen­ 
ty-four year» a missionary in Africa, 
held a conference with several leading 
m em bers of the African Emigration 
Society, at the rooms of 
Mr. John 
H ibbard, in the Cheevcr block, yes­ 
terday afternoon. ' The object of the 
society was to gain further knowledge 
of the condition of the utiuirs in 
Africa and to learn what the prospects 
were for the establishment of Ameri­ 
can colonies. 
The past twenty four years the doc­ 
tor has l>een laboring among the Zulu 
tribe in the State of Natal, and has 
m et with unusual success in his mis­ 
sionary efforts. 
In his brief talk with 
the members ho said : 
“ A great many of the natives would 
rather live in towns and pay taxes on 
their property than to continue in the 
wild way of living. They appreciate 
the fact that the English law protects 
them to a certain extent, and many 
• are glad to he under its protection. 
Formerly a girl was married to the 
man her parents selected for her. She 
had no choice in the matter. Now, 
when there is a marriage, an English 
ollicer is detailed to be present and 
ask the bride if she is willing. The 
negro in Africa can always gam the re­ 
spect of his white brethren by show­ 
ing intelligence and education.” 
W hen asked how the natives lived, 
the doctor continued: 
“ For about three months they live 
on green corn—that alone constitutes 
their bill of fare. 
The rest of the year 
thoy live on corn-meal inush and grow 
fat on it, too. 
A big kettle of the m ixture will be 
made and the pot set on the floor. All 
the men w;ll gather around, and with 
the assistance of the big wooden 
H|Kxms eut all they want. Then they 
will retire and give the women and 
children a chance, who in turn will 
give way to the dogs, who have the 
trouble 
of 
washing 
the 
kettle 
out for the next meal. The climate 
of Natal is about like Florida, but 
there is no malaria. 
Such a tiling as 
thieving is never known among the 
native tribes. 
The penalty is too 
severe. As soon uh a Zulu is found 
taking anything which does not be­ 
long to him his head is cut off ami 
th at settles it. 
W hen the white men 
came and natives were placed under 
the jurisdiction of the English Gov­ 
ernm ent and made amenable to its 
laws, they learned to steal, and prac­ 
tice it, too, as the comparatively light 
sentences had no terrors for them. I 
know of a case where a little Zulu 
boy, immediately after being released 
from jail, stole a horse to ride home 
on. 
“ Cattle raising in Natal is not as 
successful as it might be, as pleuro­ 
pneumonia has been prevalent for 
about thirty years. 
Corn is grown to 
a very great extent and is the principal 
product. 
t 
“ Yes, the Blave trade is still carried 
on in the Soudan country* by the 
Arabs, who sell their victims to other 
tribes along the Nile, or use them as 
beasts of burden in the interior for 
carrying ivory or merchandise. 
A pe­ 
culiarity of the Zulu language is that 
all the words end with a vowel, and 
all proper nam es begin with the letter 


Then the doctor proceeded to give 
th e members of the society a sample 
of Zulu gutturals, and left the impres­ 
sion among them that Africa was not 
such a bad place after all. The mem- 
liere were very much pleased w ith the 
doctor’s talk,* and propose to work 
harder than ever to reach their Mecca.

BLUFF KING HAL. 


H e M a t e r i a l l y A lte r e d tin* P r i v i ­ 
le g e » o f t h e S a n c t u a r y . 
Between the twenty-second and the 
thirty-third yearn of the reign of “ Bluff 
King Hal” the privileges of sanctuary 
were considerably altered. 
It was 
discovered th at the strength of the 
realm was much w’eakened by men 
seeking sanctuary and abjuring the 
realm , who disclosed state secrets, 
and instructed foreigners in the use of 
the bow and arrow ; so it was enacted 
“ th at every person abjuring was to re­ 
pair to some sanctuary within the 
reign, which himself should choose, 
and there rem ain during his natural 
life ; and to be sworn before the coro­ 
ner upon his abjuration so to do.” 
But if lie went out of that sanctuary, 
unless discharged by the King’s par­ 
don, and committed murder or felony, 
he was liable to be brought to trial for 
his offense, and was excluded from 
the right of felony. 
About four years 
later the privilege of sanctuary was 
w ithheld from all persons accused of 
high treason. 
In the following year 
all sanctuary jiersons were to wear a 
badge of cognizance, to lie assigned 
and appointed by the Governor of 
every sanctury.epenly upon the tippet* 
garment, of the compass in length and 
breadth, of ten inches,” under pain of 
forfeiting all the privileges of Banct- 
uary.

They were also prevented from car­ 
rying any sword or other weapon, ex­ 
cept their m eat knives, and those only 
a t their meals. They were not to leave 
their lodging, except between sunrise 
and sunset, under penalty of forfeiting 
th eir «actuary 
for the third such 
offense. 
Six years later Henry, in the 
thirty-second year of his reign, further 
restrained the privilege of sanctuary. 
The privilege was afterward limited to 
parish churches and church yards, 
cathedrals, hospitals and collegiate 
churches and all dedicated chapels 
used as parish churches. 
The exce[>- 
tions w*ere made in favor of Wells, 
W estminister, 
M anchester, 
North­ 
ham pton, York, Derby and Latinees- 
ton. The privileges were in the suc­ 
ceeding year transferred from Man­ 
chester to Westchester, in Cheshire 
One of the first acts of Jam es 1. was to 
further abridge sanctuary protection; 
and the same monarch, twenty years 
later (in 1024), finally withdrew the 
privileges of sanctuary.—JChambers 
Journal.

The great increase in the number 
•of candidates for martriculation at the 
London University, which we lately 
noticed, has been fully sustained at 
the subsequent examinations in the 
-several faculties, the results of which 
■are just published. The ladies have 
done their part very well indeed, es­ 
pecially in the Faculty of Arts, which 
makes by far the largest contribution 
vto the total number. 
In the Faculty 
•of Arts there were last year 266 suc- 
•cessful candidates, including 45 ladies. 
T his year, at the same examination, 
were 340 successful candidates. 
61 
of these being ladies, and to these fig­ 
ures some slight addition mav Ihj 
made hereafter from the colonial 
animations. Of the male candidates, 
one in five obtain honors, while of the 
female candidates the proportion is 
one in four. 
As might, perhaps, have 
been expected, notwithstanding Miss 
Rain say’s recent success at Cam­ 
bridge, the ladies distinguish them­ 
selves most in modern languages. 
Here four ladies gain double honors. 
In German the ladies have the first 
and second classes all to themselves, 
the third class containing only two 
male candidates. 
A reason for such 
success which may 
sometimes be 
assigned when the names of candi­ 
dates have a continental look cannot 
be alleged on this occasion, the ladies 
being Ellen Boutwood, Clara Con­ 
stance Ashworth, Florence Routledge, 
Margaret Susan Young, all four pass­ 
ing in.the first class with the highest 
distinction, and Miss Julia Turner of 
University College, alone, in the second 
class. In English, also, the ladies have

Great complaints of the severity of 
the Loudon examinations have 
made, but these complaints have not 
come from the ladies.—[Pall Mall Ga­ 
zette.

PRESBYTERIAN SYNOD. 
F in a l N m olon o f th e IM InlM cr* a n d 
E ld ers* 
The Presbyterian mlniHtern and el­ 
der» resumed their business sessions 
of Presbytery yesterday at I) :30 a. m ., 
in the Boyle Heights Presbyterian 
Church, after a half hour of devotional 
exercises. 
Moderator W. C. Stevens invoked 
God’s blessing on the session and 
called for the reading of 
the 
minutes 
of the 
previous 
day. 
Discussions arose as to the most ad­ 
vantageous time for the Spring m eet­ 
ing, and it was stated that for four­ 
teen years the late rains had always 
hindered the meetings. The m atter of 
fixing the date of the meeting was left 
os before, namely, within the month 
of April. 
Attention was called to the Presby­ 
terian Annunity Insurance Company, 
the oldest insurance company in the 
United States, insuring only ministers 
of the Presbyterian Church. Trustees 
were elected for the Presbytery. 
At this point a very important com­ 
munication was announced from the 
proprietors of the colony of Beaumont. 
They offered a large and valuable tract 
of land at Beaumont, equaling $200,­ 
000, all to be made over to the Pres­ 
bytery of Los Angeles on the follow­ 
ing conditions: That the money from 
the first sale of the lands up to $50,­ 
000 be used in erecting a brick build­ 
ing, beautifying the grounds and pay­ 
ing salaries first year; also that the 
school he of the University grade 
equal to the highest of Eastern schools 
and the first building to be built be­

A T r ip to E n s e n a d a . 
Captain Frank E. Adams, senior 
m ember of the firm of Adams & Son, 
lias returned from a three months 
trip to Lower California. He traveled 
over 800 miles in the saddle in said 
country, and he reports tne country 
in a good prosperous condition, with 
any amount of water, more than we 
have in Southern California. He says 
that the steam er and stage travel to 
Ensenada is so large that they cannot 
carry but half the passengers, but 
u few days two large new steam ers 
will be put on, and then everybody 
can be accommodated. Ensenada is 
assuming the style of a city, and 
growing very rapidly. There are 
more Americans than any other 
nationality there now, and no doubt 
in a short timo it will l)e a regular 
American city. 
The laud from 
Ensenada down the coast is almost 
one continuous valley, fine mesas oc­ 
casionally breaking the valley. The 
valley around San Quentin is one of 
the largest and finest to be found on 
the Pacific Coast,fine sandy loam,equal 
to our best Los Angeles lands. 
In ubout eleven miles on an air line 
they have 2000 inches of water in one 
cañón, and throe other streams nearly 
equally as heavy can be brought on 
the Ban Quentin valley with very 
little cash, enough to irrigate the 
valley of half a million acres. The 
town of San Quentin is situated on 
San Quentin bay, which is about 
eighteen miles in length and is one of 
the best harbors, admitting large 
vessels at low water. This is one of 
the largest stock countries in the 
world, and no doubt in a short while 
an immense mercantile business will 
spring up between Lower California 
and the United States.

PASADENA’S SEW ERAGE. 
H r . IIIsh o p ’N E p lille to th e P a s a ­ 
d e n a S a n ita r y E n g in e e r . 
On Saturday we referred editorially 
to the letter written by Mr. Bishop, of 
San Francisco, to our Sanitary Engi­ 
neer, Mr. August Mayer. By the 
courtesy of President Parker, of the 
City Trustees, and City Clerk Saw- 
telle, we are permitted to publish this 
communication, which requires 
comment further than we have al- 
seady given, except to say that if our 
population had contained many men 
of Mr. Bishop’s stamp the Pasadena 
and Southern California of to-day 
would never have been: 
S an F ra ncisco, August 10.—Aug. 
Mayer, Esq., Engineer, Sir:—Your 
long communication came by due 
course of mail. Your letter lias con­ 
vinced me that it would be a great 
injustice to permit tlie “ neat, hand­ 
some and blooming garden” which 
vou propose to be taken away from 
Pasadena. Why it should be ’ neces­ 
sary to preserve the lives of the 
“ health-scekera” to take such a de­ 
sirable adjunct away from that already 
beautiful city I cannot conceive after 
reading your very eloquent (if truth­ 
ful) description of this delightful ne­ 
cessity of modern civilization. If, 
however, the sewerage [The gentleman 
evidently means sewage.—Ed.] is such 
an important thing to get rid of, I 
know of no reason why your neighbors 
should be compelled to wear a clothes­ 
pin on their noses and indulge in the 
luxury of zymotic diseases in order to 
make Pasadena healthy. I should be 
quite willing to join in any compre­ 
hensive system of sewerage which 
would relieve Pasadena and at the 
same tim e not injure her neighbors. 
But pennit me to say, that before I 
ever voluntarily give a right of way 
for the purpose asked by you, the 
present citizens of Pasadena will all 
be older than the veteran North Caro­ 
linian who has just celebrated his one 
hundred and sixth birthday. Science 
is.no doubt, a great thing, but you 
are wasting it on me. 
And now, since you have so kindly 
given me so much gratuitous informa­ 
tion upon the science of sewerage, 1 
will take the liberty of giving vou a 
little gratuitous legal advice. There 
are such institutions in this country as 
Courts of Chancery, and before Pasa­ 
dena succeeds in. pouring her sewer­ 
age iq»on her neighbors she will have, 
no doubt, to convince one or more of 
those courts that a dumping-ground 
and wholesale cesspool in the middle 
of the great San Gabriel valley will lie 
an unmixed blessing and a joy un­ 
speakable. 
Don’t you think it will 
take a good many scientific witnesses 
to convince a Court of ordinary com­ 
mon sense that the filthy boon you 
propose so graciously to bestow is a 
blessing in disguise. 
I make no doubt that if Pasadena 
persists in her present plans she will 
ultimately find that she has wasted a 
great deal of good m oney to no better 
purpose than to get into’a very useless 
and expensive quarrel with her neigh- 
lx>rs in what you must excuse me for 
thinking is not only a wholly imprac­ 
tical and impossible, but also a very 
dirty and very foolish scheme. 
Inasmuch as Pasadena seems to 
have spent some money in trying to 
cAnvince herself that an open cesspool 
in the middle of the valley would be 
better than attar of roses if only made 
large enough, would it not be advisa­ 
ble for her next to get a little good 
legal advice concerning the law of 
nuisances.

At the meeting of the directors of 
the Anahpim Union Water Works 
Company, held on Saturday, a propo­ 
sition was received from C. B, Polhe- 
mus to loan the company $12,000 or 
$14,000, for one year at 1 j»er cent 
per month. The proposition was de­ 
clined. 
A. Pierrotti was appointed Superin­ 
tendent at a salary of $80 per month. 
The contract is with him for one 
month, but is to continue thereafter 
if mutually satisfactory. 
It was ordered that the price of 
water be reduced to 25 cents per head 
for day water and 12)4 cents tor night 
water. 
The question of ticginning work on 
the reservoir was discussed at length, 
and it was the unanimous opinion of 
the board that the time had arrived 
for the utilization of Mr. Kraemer’s 
gift. It was resolved, therefore, to 
levy an assessment of $1 per share on 
the capital stock of the company, and 
with the money thus obtained begin 
the work which ought to have l>een 
completed years ago. 
The reservoir site was conveyed to 
the Anaheim Water Company, the 
predecessor of the present corporation, 
in October, 1881, by Daniel kraemer, 
since deceased. It is situated about 
six miles northeast of Anaheim, on 
what is known as the Kraemer tract. 
It has a superficial acreage of 47.81 
acres and contains 2,078,891 square 
feet.All that is needed to make this res­ 
ervoir available is to build a dam 
across its mouth and construct two 
or three miles of ditch to and from it. 
The dam 
will be twenty-five 
eet in height. With a depth 
of twenty feet of water at the 
dam, and a mean depth of twelve 
feet, the contents of the reservoir 
including the ravines and bays out­ 
side of the 47.04 acres (and which un­ 
der the deed of conveyance the com­ 
pany can utilize) will l»e 28,880,029 
cubic feet, equal to 210,087,477 gal­ 
lons. There is a smaller reservoir 
contiguous to the one described above 
and which can be used in connection 
with it. The total capacity of the two 
reservoirs is 40,441,300 cubic feet, 
equal to 302,522.408 gallons. By in­ 
creasing the height of water at the 
dam to 25 feet, as can be done, the ca­ 
pacity is increased to 58,074,019 cubic 
feet, equal to 434,393,002 gallons. To 
prepare the reservoir for utilization to 
its utmost capacity will cost not less 
than $30,000. 
Figures are somewhat bewildering, 
and the capacity of the reservoir will 
be the more easily comprehended 
when we state that it will hold water 
sufficient to run ten heads of water 
during 12 hours each day for 67 days, 
without talring into account the water 
flowing in !ne reservoir in the mean­ 
time. 
The completion of this great work 
will make a mighty change in this sec­ 
tion, and bring every foot of it into 
cultivation. It. will, literally, give us 
more water than we know what to do 
with, and forever remove all anxiety 
as to whether the next winter will be 
wet or dry.—[Anaheim Gazette.
